‘The Archbishop of Canterbury proucbed 
at the Cathedral in Geneva to the dele. 
gates of the Leugue of Nutions,. his text 
being “Seek: ye first Lhe Kingdom of God 
and His righteousness, und all'thesa things 
shall he added unto you.” 

The Archbishop: said the League. of 
Nations might go fur to make-the King. 
dom of God amongst men in our own life 
times “Many of, ua are ‘here,’ he pro- 
ceeded, in pursuance of u high- resolve 
that it shall indeed came to pass. ‘Pho 
League of Nations, though it touches only 
nu portion of the field of Christian faith 
and life, can elaini unhesitatingly, both for 
its’ purpose suid its 
Christian sanction. [ts keynote vibrates 
in barinony with the keynote of the Chris- 
tian faith itsell, and {he Christian faith 
lies at the core of the progressive history 
of mikind, } Tn enjoining, among the 
peoples of the carth-the Covenant of the 
League of, Nations, we are simple apply. 
ing the Chirstian: faith in internauonal 
‘life. * i.
